RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 8th September, 1981 

No. U. l2012/28/81"M.t (Policy). — -Thcte li,i% been luige 
scale expansion of facilities for medical education in the 
country at under-graduate and post-graduate levels during 
the past three decades This development has enabled the 
country to augment the health services. However, despite 
this achiveraent, ccitain distortions have crept into the medi- 
cal education system making it inadequately responsive to 
the health needs and priorities of the country. On more 
than one occasion, the Prime Minister has emphasised how 
important it is that the medical education system should 
be reviewed so that it harmonises wholly with the over- 
riding objective of health care besides ensuring that Um 
needs of the many prevail ove- those of the few. 

2. A review of the present medical eduMtlan lystem has 
become necessary in the context of the national commitment 
to attain the goal of “Health for All by the year 2000 A.D.“, 
through the universal provision of Primary Health Car«u 
In this context, the resurgence of some of the tropkal 
diseases, the predominantly hospiial-ba.sed rather than com- 
munity-oriented education, the need for preparing medical 
personnel to respond effectively to the health problems in 
(he rural areas, the Imbalance In the proportion of general 
practitioners to post-graduate and the entire process of medical 
education at under-graduate and post-graduate levels. In- 
cluding the goals, instructional mehods and evaluation pro- 
cedures, necessitate an urgent and careful review 

3. The Government have, therefore, decided to set up a 
Medical Review Committee. The composition of the Com-

4. The terms of reference of the Committee shall be as 
under : — 

(i) to review the current admission procedures (Including 

entrance tests) and domicihury lestrictions tOr ud- 
misMon.s lu undcr-gtaduale and post-graduate 
courses and to nuke suitable recommendations; 

(ii) to suggest measures aimed at bringing about overall 

improvement in the under-graduate and post-graduate 
medical educaiion, paying due attention to : 

(a) institutional goals ; 

(b) content, relevance and quality of teaching and 

training and learning setting ; and 

(c) evaluation systems and standards: 

(iii) to recommend the optimum duration of under-gra- 

duate and post-graduate courses of study separately; 

(iv) to examine the existing Internship programme and 

to recommend its future pattern; 


(v) to review the working of the Residency Scheme along 

with the Housemanship programme and to make 
recommendations regarding a uniform pattern of 
post-graduate training: 

(vi) to examine the current requirement of Thesis or 

Dissertation as an essential port of post-graduate 
medical education and to make suitable recom- 
mendations in regard thereto ; and 

(vii) to examine the feasibility of a period of service In 

the rural areas for medical graduates and post- 
grammes ; 

5. The Committee wiU also evolve realistic projections of 
medical manpower requirements (MBBS doctors, general 
specialists and super-specialists) during the Sixth Five Year 
Plan and beyond, taking into consideration : 

ta) the needs of Government based health care pro- 
grammes : 

(b) the requirement of doctors in the private sector ; 

(c) the needs arisina from bi-lateral agreements, inter- 

national commitments and Technical Co-operation 
among Development Countries ; and 

(d) necessity to redress regional imbalances in the dlihl' 

bution of medical manpower. 


6. The Committee may also consider and make its recom- 
mendations in regard to any other related matter. 


7, In formulating its recommendations, the Committee may 
keep in view the reports made In recent years by the various 
Committees and Conferences on Medici Education. 


8. The Committee wfll submit its report within 6 months.
